| can be taken from the ancient village of Plympton (the 
! birthplace of Sir Joshua Reynolds), five miles from 
: Plymouth. Plym Bridge lies ”up-along” about three 
• miles of deep Devonshire lanes, at the southern extremity 
| of the charming combe of Bickleigh, and it is a favourite 
; spot with excursionists, who can get tea at a cottage close 
s to the pretty bridge. 
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
